2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art reference of record is the publication to Shah et al. (20050050515). Shah teach 
enabling a user to modify a graphical program and enabling timing control for loops, see 
the title, abstract, sect. 0010 and sect. 001 6. However, the reference does not teach or 
suggest the features of "including a loop structure in the graphical program in response 
to first user input, wherein the loop structure is operable to execute iteratively in a 
synchronous manner, and wherein the loop structure is operable to store state 
information for a current iteration and to provide the state information for use in a next 
iteration of the loop; and including a plurality of graphical program nodes in the loop 
structure in response to second user input" .
